CSielmBa said that he did not believe that It vae nacesoary to have on ex- 
eepttcn to the present restrlctioa against defector Induceraent In regard to 
the Sxdtiange Prograa since the valuable exception situation could always be 
revi««ed at hi{^ level even under the present setup.. Gol. Little noted 
that yiSC i^706 was the policy paper for the ISefector Progpaa.

neat". It was notad that thla was In theory a great iazprovement heoiuse 
periodic negotlationa with the Soviets would not bs fruitful since oany 
criteria could be applied. Mr. Qiannlog noted that the letter had been 
cleared for Dr. Brook's signature and alj^t well be on Its way to the 
USSR at the present tliae. Ibe principle objectiont; to tiae proposal as 
stated sesBKd to be that there is a serious lack of an orgaalEe d program 
of scientific exchanges ^ end that th e letter seema to do nothing to pro*

It was suggested that all menibeze familiarize 
themselves with the procedures and the Secretary in turn agreed to taka a
